Copt  Oak  area  for  consideration.  This  was  a  different  problem  owing 

TO  THE  SCATTERED  NATURE  OF  THE  PROPERTIES  AND  THE  FACT  THAT  FOUR 
DIFFERENT  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  WERE  AFFECTED  AND  AGREEMENT  WAS  NECESSARY 
BEFORE  PROGRESS  COULD  BE  MADE, 

In  I bstock  there  were  complaints  concerning  the  shutting  off 

OF  SUPPLIES  DURING  CERTAIN  HOURS.  THERE  WAS  CONSULTATION  WITH  THE 

Coalville  U.D.C.  with  a  view  to  augmenting  the  supply. 

In  certain  parts  of  the  rural  district  there  were  complaints 

REGARDING  ODOUR  AND  COLOUR  OF  THE  DRINKING  WATER  FROM  THE  MAINS.  AT 
THE  SAME  TIME,  THE  LEICESTER  WATER  DEPARTMENT  WERE  FACED  Vi/ITH 
INCREASING  DEMAND  AND  CONSUMPTION  OF  WATER.  ThIS  SUGGESTS  THAT 
QUANTITY  available  IS  THE  MAIN  CONCERN  AND  TAKES  PRIORITY  OVER  SOME  OF 

the  refinements  in  treatment.

Strong  complaints  of  nuisances  in  Carlton  and  Ratcliffe 

CULEY  DREW  ATTENTION  TO  THE  URGENCY  FOR  FURTHERING  SCHEMES  IN 
THESE  AREAS, 

Fenny  Drayton  connections  were  slow  and  this  led  to  further 

COMPLAINTS  OF  DITCH  NUISANCES  PENDING  COMPLETION  OF  THESE 
CONNECTIONS  TO  THE  SEWER, 

In  WITHERLEY  there  were  complaints  regarding  the  TIMES  OF 
EMPTYING  PAN  CLOSETS.  ThIS  DRAWS  ATTENTION  TO  THE  FAR  WIDER 
PROBLEM,  NAMELY,  THE  CONVERSION  OF  AS  MANY  AS  POSSIBLE  OF  THESE 
PAN  CLOSETS.  UP  TO  DATE  THERE  ARE  OVER  900  IN  THE  WHOLE  DISTRICT. 

Surveys  with  a  view  to  reduction  would  be  almost  full  time  work 

FOR  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  STAFF, 

Continued  reports  of  surcharging  of  sewers  in  the  Groby 
AREA  drew  attention  TO  THE  NEED  FOR  EXPEDITING  STAGE  I  I  I  .  OF  THE  LOCAL 
SEWERAGE  SCHEME. 

In  Newbold  Verdon  it  was  revealed  that  the  works  were 

OVERLOADED  AND  NEEDED  ENLARGEMENT.  IT  IS  UNDERSTOOD  THAT  THIS  WORK 
HAS  BEEN  GIVEN  PRIORITY. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  PROBLEMS. 

At  a  Brick  &  Pipe  Works  in  the  I bstock  parish  there  were 

STRONG  complaints  OF  FUMES  DURING  " SALT  I NG"  AFFECTING  OCCUPANTS  OF 
SURROUNDING  HOUSES  AND  ALSO  THE  AIR  INTAKE  OF  THE  ADJOINING  COLLIERY, 

These.  Works  are  registered  v/ith  the  Alkali  V/orks  I  NSPEcTOF^ ate  and  the 
Officers  of  that  department  are  in  close  contact  with  the  management. 

At  Groby  there  was  a  considerable  dust  nuisance  from  a 
Granite  Quarry.  Much  time  was  spent  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  in 

URGING  THE  MANAGEMENT  TO  TAKE  ALL  PRACTICAL  AND  REASONABLE  PRECAUTIONS 
IN  COMBATTING  THE  NUISANCE. 

During  the  year  there  were  complaints  of  fumes  from 
Colliery  spoil  banks.  These  were  less  frequent  than  during  1 961  . 

Investigation  into  isolated  properties  and  refuse  collection 

REVEALED  THAT  THERE  WERE  AT  LEAST  16  FARMS  SITUATED  MORE  THAN  ^  M I LE 
FROM  THE  ROAD.  COLLECTION  IN  SUCH  CIRCUMSTANCES  DURING  WINTER  WEATHER 
WOULD  BE  A  SERIOUS  PROBLEM  FOR  THE  SERVICE, 

There  was  a  considerable  amount  of  time  spent  in  following 
UP  complaints  associated  with  pig  KEEPING.  IN  MOST  INSTANCES  THE 
NUMBER  OF  PIGS  AND  THE  DISPOSAL  OF  MANURE  WERE  THE  CAUSE  OF  THE 
COMP LA  I  NTS. 

New  Slaughterhouse  standards  came  into  operation  during  1962 
AND  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  had  the  opportunity  of 
INSPECTING  CERTAIN  PREMISES. 

A  NOISE  NUISANCE  WAS  REPORTED  FROM  A  NEW  INSTALLATION  IN 

Ratby.  The  management  did  everything  possible  to  reduce  the  noise. 
Investigations  revealed  that  the  level  of  intensity  of  the  noise 
WAS  well  below  the  accepted  level  for  such  a  noise  in  an  industrial 
AREA  but  naturally  MORE  NOTICEABLE  IN  A  RURAL  AREA.  INDIVIDUAL 
SUSCEPTIBILITIES  VARY  CONSIDERABLY  AND  UNFORTUNATELY  IT  IS  IMPOSSIBLE 
TO  SATISFY  EVERYONE,  ThE  MOST  IMPORTANT  ACTION  IS  TO  ENSURE  THAT 
FIRMS  ARE  TAKING  ALL  PRACTICABLE  AND  REASONABLE  PREC At  .T I ONS ,  THE 
ONLY  OTHER  REMEDY  WOULD  BE  TO  TACKLE  THESE  PROBLEMS  FROM  A 
PLANNING  POINT  OF  VIEW  AND  ANTICIPATE  SUCH  OBJECTIONS  BEFORE  AN 
INSTALLATION  IS  ESTABLISHED, 
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IT  WILL  BE  NOTICED  THAT  NO  STATUTORY  ACTION  WAS  TAKEN 

UNDER  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act.  Nevertheless  a 

CONSIDERABLE  AMOUNT  OF  TIME  WAS  SPENT  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE 
WELFARE  OF  ELDERLY  PERSONS.  OWING  TO  THE  LIMITATIONS  ON  CHRONIC 
SICK  ACCOMMODATION  ONE  RECEIVED  AN  APPRECIABLE  NUMBER  OF  REQUESTS 
FROM  FAMILY  DOCTORS,  RELATIVES  AND  OTHERS  FOR  SUPPORT  IN  CONNECTION 
WITH  ADMISSIONS  TO  CHRONIC  SICK  BEDS.  THERE  WAS  NO  QUESTION  OF  THE 
PATIENT  BEING  UNWILLING  TO  MOVE.  |T  WAS  A  MATTER  OF  PRIORITY  ON 
THE  CHRONIC  SICK  WAITING  LIST  FOR  A  PARTICULAR  INSTITUTION. 

RE-HOUSI NG. 

From  time  to  time  requests' were  received  for  support  of 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  COUNCIL  HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION.  THE  MAIN  BULK  OF 
THESE  REQUESTS  CAME  FROM  APPLICANTS  IN  THE  I BSTOCK  AND  MaRKF I  ELD 
AREAS,
